The Virginia Department of Trans- 
portation sign at the front gate to the 
AMA campus says that AMA educated 
some 7,000 cadets in the years the 
school was in operation. Continued 
research indicates that almost twice 
that many young men passed through 
that front gate for an education at 
Augusta Military Academy between 
1874 and 1984. 

The new number was arrived at 
after Master Sergeant Don Studer 
painstakingly ploughed through all the 
so-called "Big Books" and other old 
school records. He reckons that the 
number of cadets to have attended 
AMA was close to 13,000 instead of 
the 7,000 figure on the state historical 
sign. 

At the time the sign was erected, 
the 7,000 number was generally ac- 
cepted and it is unlikely that the State 
of Virginia will correct the error. 

Thanks — one more time — to our 
Sergeant Studer for his limitless 
enthusiasm for AMA and our legacy.

Colonel Larry Nicholson, *75, back on duty 
in Iraq after having been seriously wounded 


Colonel Larry Nicholson, *75, Regimental Commander his 
senior year at AMA, has returned to duty in Iraq with the 1= 
Marine Division after having been gravely wounded there 
this past September. A 122 mm rocket caused Nicholson 
life-threatening wounds and killed a Marine nearby. 

After treatment at Fallujah, Nicholson was airlifted to the 
U.S. Army Landsthul Hospital in Germany, then on to the 
U.S. Naval Hospital at Bethesda 

After eight surgeries and a month in the hospital, 
Nicholson went home to Johns Island (Charleston), SC to 
recuperate. In mid-December, he returned to Iraq to take 
up duties as G-3 (Operations) of the 1" Marines. 

Colonel Nicholson said, "/ am very thankful to the medical 
teams in Fallujah and Germany and to the great Naval 
Hospital staff at Bethesda. They got me ready to rejoin my 
unit for which | am grateful though my family was not crazy 
about having me head back to Iraq just before Christmas." 
But his wife, Debbie, said, "He rejoined his Marines before 
Christmas. | knew he would go back and | accepted it.” 

Will be back for Reunion 2005 

Nicholson is scheduled to rotate back to the States with 
the Division in March and will assume command of the 5" 
Marine Regiment at Camp Pendleton. "/ plan to be back at 
AMA in April for the 30” reunion of the Class of °75," he 
says.

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When did your Bayonet arrive?

Hart taught 9"" grade English and French at AMA for 13 
years (1942-50 and 1967-70). He also taught at public 
schools in Augusta County, Maryland and North Carolina 
His son, George, attended AMA.

During World War II, Hart was 
a cryptographic analyst for the 
U.S. Army Signal Corps. He 
served as President of the 
Virginia Retired Teachers Asso- 
ciation (1993-94) and was given 
the Master Teacher Award at 
Fort Defiance High School in 
1983. 

Hart is survived by his wife of 
59 years, Clara Ambler Hart; 
five sons, Robert, Jr. and Paul 
of Fincastle, VA, George of 
Troutville, VA, James of Glen 
Allen, VA, and John of Roanoke; 
two daughters, Suzanne Snead of Moneta, VA and Mary 
Clark of Mt. Solon, VA; a brother, Max of Richmond; two 
sisters, Billie Warren of Salemburg, NC and Dorothy 
Warren of Ellicott City, MD; nine grandchildren, Brian, 
Aaron and Christian Snead, Jason Hart, Lacy Hart, Dusty 
Hart, Andrew and Zack Stewart, and Mike Burnett. 

A service for Hart was held at the Augusta Stone Church 
on 22 December with interment at Calvary United Methodist 
Church Cemetery in Stuarts Draft, VA.

Chaplain George Barber, °32, 
landed with troops on D-Day 


George Russell Barber, ~32, one of the last surviving 
chaplains from the U.S. landing at Omaha Beach on D-Day 
in Europe during World War II, has died. He was 90. 

Barber died 17 December 2004 in Whittier, California of 
causes associated with old age. 

On 6 June 1944, Allied forces landed in Normandy, and 
Barber was one of four chaplains at Omaha Beach with the 
Army's 1“ Infantry Division. U.S. forces encountered the 
fiercest resistance of any Allied force on D-Day from 
German gun emplacements on the cliffs which overlooked 
Omaha Beach. 

According to a son, Barber spent a bloody and chaotic 
day ministering to the wounded and dying. Then he dug a 
foxhole near the cliffs and bedded down for the night. More 
than 1,500 soldiers had been killed on the beach and 
Barber spent much of his next few days on European soil 
readying the dead for burial and helping select the site for 
the U.S. military cemetery overlooking Omaha Beach, 
according to his son. 

Barber continued to serve with American troops through 
the Battle of the Bulge and was at the Remagen Bridge 
when Germany collapsed. 

He was born in Buckhead, GA, near Atlanta, on 26 
August 1914. He grew up in Atlanta attending public 
schools there, Augusta, and the Cincinnati Bible College, 
graduating in 1936. The same year, he married Helen N. 
Koester of Cincinnati 

After the war, Barber was in the civilian ministry in 
Montebello, CA but was recalled to active duty during the 
Korean War after which he returned to serve at several 
churches in Southern California 

He is survived by two sons, Donald, of Norfolk and 
George of Macon, GA.; four grandchildren, and three great- 
grandchildren.

General Robert Taylor 
passes away at age 90 


Major General Robert L. Taylor, Ill, °31, a World War II 
veteran and Chief of the U.S. Air Force Central Coordinat- 
ing Staff, passed away 16 March 2004. Taylor, 90, was 
buried at Arlington National Cemetery. 

Following his graduation from AMA, 
he attended the U. S. Military Academy 
at West Point. Commissioned as a 
second lieutenant, he was assigned to 
the Army Air Corps. His first duty assign- 
ment was Randolph Field, Texas follow- 
ed by tours at Kelly Field (TX), Hamilton 
Field (CA), Second Air Force Headquart- 
ers in Spokane, and the Technical Train- 
ing Command in Denver. Promoted to 
captain, he was assigned to an air corps 
office in Washington, DC in December of 
1941, the month of the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor. 

In April of 1942, Taylor was promoted to major and 
became operations officer of the 44" Bomb Group (Heavy) 
and went with his unit to England. He commanded the 
Combat Crew Replacement Center and the 487" Bomb 
Group (Heavy) at Lavenham, England. He was promoted to 
full colonel in 1943 and served as Deputy Commander of 
the 95" Bomb Wing (Heavy) until the war's end. 

He held several appointments in Washington after the 
war and in 1950 was named special assistant to the 
Director of Intelligence at Headquarters, U.S. Air Force. He 
served in Greece where he was promoted to brigadier gen- 
eral. He was named Chief of Staff, Allied Air Forces, South- 
ern Europe, based at Naples. Back in the U.S., he went to

Robert "Bob" Eldridge Plecker, “40, who made a major 
contribution to the Augusta Military Academy Museum, has 
died at age 83 in Harrisonburg. Plecker passed away at 
Rockingham Memorial Hospital on 27 October. 

He and his wife, Frances, under- 
wrote the costs for creating Colonel 
Hoover's Classroom in the museum. 
They gave $3.7 million to create the 
Plecker Workforce Center on the 
campus of Blue Ridge Community 
College. They also made significant 
contributions to create the Robert 
and Frances Plecker Athletic Per- 
formance Center at James Madison 
University. The Pleckers also bene- 
fitted many other schools, univers- 
ities and charitable organizations. 

Plecker attended Bridgewater 
College, the University of Virginia 
and Shenandoah University. During 
World War II, Plecker was a platoon leader in the 502% 
Parachute Infantry of the 101™ Airborne Division and fought 
through the Battle of the Bulge. He was highly decorated 
receiving three Bronze Stars and the French Croix de 
Guerre. He left the service at the rank of captain. 

He owned the Harrisonburg Truck and 
Equipment Corporation, North and South 
Trucking Lines, Truck Thermo King, and 
Transport Repairs, Inc. In 1999, he was 
named Entrepreneur of the Year by the 
Rockingham-Harrisonburg Chamber of 
Commerce and was named the Virginia Small 
Business Veteran of the Year in 2002.

Moving to a new assignment 
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Colonel Todd Livick, °81, ran program 
for contacting our soldiers overseas 


What do service people stationed overseas crave more 
than anything else? Messages from back home! 

With that charge, Lieutenant Colonel Todd Livick, 81, 
and his Pentagon team put together the "To Our Soldiers” 
web site. Every day in cities, towns and rural outposts 
across the United States and around the world, hundreds 
of people sit down at their computers and go to this web 
site, an average of 36,000 visits per month. 


To reach the web site, log on to: 
www.army.mil/tooursoldiers/ 


and submit a message 


The site went live in April 2003 to meet the demand for 
a way to support soldiers, said Livick. "/t is a communica- 
tions tool for the general public to reach Army personnel 
while deployed or at their home station assignment. It 
provides an opportunity to thank our soldiers in real time, to 
reach out to our troops, and to voice their opinions," he 
said 

In 2004, the site had 433,000 visitors and has had more 
than 700,000 hits since its launch. Livick said that the site 
was created in response to thousands of calls just prior to 
and after the start of the ground war in Iraq "to have a way 
for citizens to communicate support for the global war on 
terrorism. The soldiers appreciate the notes and words of 
encouragement... The messages don't come just from 
Americans. They come from Germany, France, Belgium, 
Italy and around the world." 

Colonel Livick says that the tone of the messages being 
posted have been "overwhelmingly supportive of our 
soldiers." Soldiers stationed in Iraq have been surprised by 
how easy is is to get internet access according to LTC Dan 
Williams who ran the program before Livick and who now 
is deployed to Iraq. Williams is able to see first hand how 
the site works for a soldier in the war zone. 

Livick's success with the program has led to a new 
challenge for him. He has been assigned to the Office of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff where he will serve as Operations 
Public Affairs Officer. "My rater will be a Naval officer and 
my senior rater will be a four-star Marine general," he says. 

Todd is the son of Colonel and Mrs. Malcolm Livick, 
AMA's former owners. He lives in Burke, VA with his wife, 
Andrea, son Stephen and daughter Taylor. His senior year 
at Augusta he was battalion commander of the Corps of 
Cadets, valedictorian, and earned the General Roller/ 
Parker Ward Loyalty Trophy. Todd played football, basket- 
ball and lacrosse, marched in the Roller Rifles, worked on 
The Recall staff, and was active in the Cotillion Club. He 
was elected to Gd Astra per Aspera.

Mark and | lost touch until about 1996 when we re- 
established regular communication which we have kept up 
ever since. 

Mark was one of the original Roller Riders sharing the 
idea and his enthusiasm and drive got the organization 
where we are today.

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Board hears of financial needs at January meeting 


The Augusta Military Academy Alumni Association Board 
of Directors met at the AMA Alumni House/Museum on 
Saturday 29 January to hear that contributions tailed off at 
the end of 2004 creating a serious shortfall. The board itself 
was challenged to step up to the plate to help alleviate this 
temporary situation. 

Association President Garry Granger, ©70, asked that 
AMA Alumni Foundation financial reporting be tightened 
with the services of a CPA being utilized in this process. 
Finance and audit committees will work on this and report 
back to the association board and foundation trustees at 
the late April meeting of both groups. 

The board accepted a proposal from Marc Aronson, ‘68, 
to undertake an AMA audio history project beginning with 
our older classes. Aronson is furnishing the equipment to 
enable this oral history of AMA to be recorded. The 
equipment will be on hand at Reunion 2005 to capture 
memories from attendees. (See story on page 67) 

Granger announced the resignation of Clyde Ramsey, 
*49, as treasurer of the alumni association on account of 
his wife's illness. (Story on page 63) Granger appointed 
Board Member Steve Trent, °70, as acting secretary until 
the office can be filled at the reunion. 

Scholarship Committee Chairman Bruce Orenstein, 68, 
reported that 14 applications for 2005 AMA Legacy Scholar- 
ships had been received to that date, pointing out that the 


deadline for submitting completed applications is 19 March. 
(Story on page 17) 

In other action: 

+ Norvell West, °83, reported that work on the Front 
Gate will be completed before the reunion. Norvell's mother 
contributed $10,000 to pay for the new signs on US 11 and 
1-81 and she will be thanked formally at the reunion 

+ Al Zayas, °72, hopes to raise some $6,000 from South 
Florida alumni to pay for painting the exterior of the AMA 
Alumni House/Museum. 

+ Gordon Metz, “68, and Trent are continuing efforts to 
raise $20,000 to pay for the annual cost of having the 
museum open six hours a day six days a week as required 
by the Virginia Department of Transportation (VDOT) in 
order for the highway signs to stay in place.

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Chuck Pine, “49, donates Remington 
rolling block military rifle to auction; 
buyer contributes piece to museum 


In the museum above historic photos taken at AMA in the 1920's, a Remington 
rolling block military rifle hangs in refurbished glory. It is the weapon that may 
have been carried by AMA cadets in the late 1800's. More than a million of these 
rifles were manufactured for both domestic and foreign sales. 

Chuck Pine, “49, gave the rifle to the Silent Auction at Reunion 2004 and the 
anonymous high bidder then presented it to the museum. The rolling block is so 
named because the breech is rolled back and down to expose the chamber. This 
was a giant step forward in such weapons and greatly increased the speed of 
firing. This rifle was manufactured from 1867 until 1902 being officially adopted by 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Spain, Egypt and Argentina as their official arm.

West Point alumni 
list being prepared 


The "Long Grey Line" at the United States Military 
Academy has had its share of Augusta Military Academy 
alumni and a project is underway to identify all AMA men 
who went on to West Point. 

Museum Volunteer Duke Fancher, °58, has put together 
a list of 20 alumni and seven faculty members who 
attended the USMA. "The project is far from complete," 
Fancher says. "We have only just begun to put together this 
roster. We ask that our alumni and AMA friends get in 
touch with us to add names to our USMA roster." At a 
later time, an effort will be made to catalog AMA alumni 
who attended the U.S. Naval Academy, the U.S. Air Force 
Academy, the U.S. Coast Guard Academy, and the U.S 
Merchant Marine Academy. 

Records show that the first Augusta alumnus to attend 
West Point likely was John Harman, Class of 1883. Three 
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AMA alumni graduated in the USMA Class of 1953: Gray 
Kinnie, “49, Joe Volpe, “48, and Jimmy Pigg, °46. Two 
got their diplomas in 1954: Colonel Bill Grace, “50, and 
Colonel Richard Hobbs, “44, while two AMA men 
graduated from West Point in 1967: Captain John 
Canevet, 63, and Major Richard Platt, "62. 

"We know of four who reached star rank: Lieutenant 
General William Martin, “32, Major General Charles 
Ryder, “38, Major General Robert Taylor, 33, and 
Brigadier General William Louisell, 43," said Fancher. 
Louisell is the son of Colonel William Louisell, AMA's 
commandant after World War II. 

Faculty member Brigadier General Chauncey Baker 
and Harman were at West Point at the same time (1883- 
86). Faculty members Colonel Albert Dalby and Colonel 
James Christy and alumni Lieutenant Colonel Douglas 
Netherwood, ~38, and General Ryder had overlapping 
years at the USMA. (Christy and Netherwood were in the 
West Point Class of 1943) 

Of the 19 known USMA cadets who also attended AMA, 
three went on to be Air Force officers while the remainder 
were commissioned in the U.S. Army.

The "go to guy" on Water Island in the U.S. Virgins 


The inventory runs like this: seven dead people, three 
pregnant women, three strokes, a half dozen broken legs, 
four broken wrists, a busted clavicle, and a dog that had 
been stung by dead scorpions. 

And it all happened in Paradise! 

Water Island is a small speck of land about three miles 
long and just a half mile wide sitting less than a half mile off 
St. Thomas in the U.S. 
Virgin Islands. At Number 
Three Water Island live 
Charles "Hap" Starr, °51, 
and his wife Mary Ann, year 
round residents on an island 
that has many snow bird 
winter only inhabitants. As a 
fulltime citizen of Water 
Island which has no clinic, 
no fire service, no grocery 
store, it has fallen to Hap 
and his trusty 24 foot 
Rampage inboard to convey 
to St. Thomas for medical 
treatment all who fall victim 
to accident or illness on his 
little islet. 

Larry Stein says that 
Hap's boat is called High 
Cotton and has often been pressed into service when an 
emergency takes place. "We have started the Water Island 
Search And Rescue (WISAR) to more or less formalize 
what Hap has been doing,” Stein said. "We needed 
someone with a boat and someone who is here all the time 
to organize around. That is Hap." 

Starr has been in the search and rescue business 
almost from the time he and Mary Ann moved to 
Water Island 20 years ago. He says, “It is hard to 
separate medical rescue work from other 
emergency work... Much of it is inter-connected 
by the very meaning of the word ‘emergency’ 
when one lives in a place like this. With my 350 
horsepower GM powered boat, it has fallen to 
me to help evacuate the quick and the dead." 

Since the Starrs moved to Water Island, they 
have been through seven hurricanes. Three of 
them — Hugo, Marilyn and Bertha — went right 
over Water Island. "/ have a photo of Marilyn 
with the eye of the storm directly over my 
house," Hap reports. After Hugo sank the 
ferry, the High Cotton was the water taxi to 
and from St. Thomas for eight months. "/ 
had to charge for the taxi runs but the 
profit disappeared when my engine blew

after 600 hard hours. | ran it three hours a day, 20 minutes 
each way, seven days a week,” said Starr. 

After each storm, Hap ferried power company linemen 
back and forth as they rebuilt the transmission system on 
the island not once, but twice. After both Hugo and Marilyn, 
there was no power on Water Island for three months. "We 
consumed some 5,000 gallons of gasoline brought over 
after Hugo to keep a wheez- 
ing and clanking generator 
going 18 hours a day," he 
recalls. 

It was after Hugo that the 
medical rescue work started. 
Says Hap, "One evening 
about ten o'clock | had a call 
from an uphill neighbor. 
Someone had called her to 
tell her that her son, Eric, had 
been shot. | went to the 
house where Eric was sup- 
posed to be and found him in 
the bedroom. The story | 
heard was that he had been 
playing Russian roulette and 
had shot himself in the head. 
The exit wound was as big as 
a baseball... | made a couple 
of runs to St. Thomas to pick up police and the emergency 
personnel and about three AM took them and Eric's body 
to town. | got home as the sun was coming up." 

The next morning, Hap had to go back and get the cops. 
In the boat were bloody footprints "and other stuff | don't 

want to think about. They had not used a body bag... you 

get the idea." For three days, Hap ferried police 
investigators back and forth as they determined 
that the incident had involved drugs and that 
likely Eric had been murdered. Hap had ex- 
perienced a baptism by fire. 

Move the calendar ahead a few years. Hap 
had known Eric's father for 30 years and they 
were good pals though he was unhealthy, "an 
incipent drunk and a three pack a day 
smoker. Though she knew that he was very 

seriously ill, his wife had abandoned him to die. 
| went by to see him and talked him into letting 
me take him to the hospital, all 90 pounds of 
him... After a couple of weeks in the hospital, 
his children arranged for a medivac plane to 

take him to North Carolina where two of 
them lived... | kissed my old pal goodbye... 
He was met in Charlotte by his daughter 
and died the next day."

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After Eric's death, Hap 
seemed to be the first 
one to be called if there 
was any kind of an 
emergency on the island. 
“Mary Ann and | worked 
up a list of several other 
people so when there 
was a call to make, we 
had at least four people in 
addition to me. | gather 
up the first aid stuff, the 
stretcher, go to the scene, 
do what | can to stabilize 
the ill or injured person, 
then head for the boat 
while the others get the 
victim to the marina. | 
check in with 911 and 
they usually have an 
ambulance waiting at the 
dock when we get to St.

In more than 40 such 


incidents, the average time between the first call and High 
Cotton's arrival in St. Thomas has averaged 20-30 minutes. 


"One time, it only took 15 
minutes,” Hap said. 

Arlene Dooley, who calls Hap 
"a gem of a man,” went into 
labor in the middle of Hurricane 
Georges in 1998. She recalls, 
"At 9 PM, my water broke and 
we called Hap. We went over to 
St. Thomas in waves so high 
that they scared my husband, 
but | knew that Hap was such a 
good sailor that | didn't worry. 
The ambulance was waiting for 
us and Michael was born about 
two hours later." On the side of 
High Cotton are painted three 
storks, each marking a suc- 
cessful trip from Water Island to 
the maternity ward in St. 
Thomas. 

Roger and Ethyl Shipman 
were enjoying a glass of wine 
before dinner at their home 
about two miles from the Water 
Island dock when Mrs. Shipman 
suddenly could not speak. 
Realizing that she was having a 
stroke, Roger called 911, then 
Hap who was there with a nurse 
and other attendants in ten 


minutes. "They got her on a stretcher in the back of a truck 
and took her to the marina," Roger recalls. “They put her 
right onto Hap's boat and he had her across to St. Thomas 
in ten minutes where an ambulance and an emergency 


At AMA, Hap played lacrosse and Tiger football, 
both for Colonel Hoover. His senior year, he was = 
lieutenant in Band Company. After graduating from 
Augusta in 1951, he went into the Air Force for four 
years and served as an electronic intelligence 
specialist. In 1955, he entered the University of 
Delaware and four years later had a BA in economics. 
"It will come as no surprise that | played lacrosse 
there," he says. From 1959 until 1971, he was in the 
college text book publishing field finishing that career 
as a senior regional manager for Random House- 
Knopf. For 13 years, Hap was a general contractor 
before moving to Water Island in 1984 where he be- 
came a charter boat captain, generally for filming

television commercials and motion pictures. 

About AMA, Hap says, "/ had a miserable first year 
including having my ass beat regularly, but what meant 
the most to me were great teachers and mentors like 
Hoover, Herbert Deane, Alfredo Arnaldo and J. 
David Kramer. Hoover was special in many ways. 
were it not for him | would not have had my love for 
lacrosse which | played for well over 20 years... The 
other sparkling aspect was the friendships with such as 
Sid Taylor, Abey Dabney, Clayt Santmyer, John 
Core, and others. That more than makes up for all the 


sore asses... even though | may have whipped a 
couple myself, something | have long since regretted 
and | will apologize for if | ever see those two guys. 


crew were waiting. She 
was at the hospital 30 
minutes after her first 
symptom, thanks to Hap 
and his helpers." 

Jim Wilkinson lives up 
the hill from Hap and 
Mary Ann. "When there's 
a medical problem, we 
work together," he says. 
“You just give Hap a call 
and he's right there. If the 
power goes off, you call 
Hap. If you're sick, you 
call Hap. If someone dies, 
you call Hap. He is the 
‘go-to’ guy on Water 
Island." Wilkinson said 
that Hap has had serious- 
ly ill or injured people 
actually die on the trip to 
St. Thomas and he is 
always called upon the 
transport the bodies of 


those who have passed away on the island. 
Starr has also "rescued" a few people at sea. Well, as he 


says, "It is usually to aid some 
dimwit who ran out of gas or in 
one case got snockered. Early 
one morning, | noticed a speck 
on the water perhaps a mile 
away. | headed toward it and 
found this guy asleep in the 
boat. | bumped his boat with 
mine and he woke up, all bleary 
eyed. He said he was out of 
gas, but he had a gas can half 
full. When | pointed this out to 
him, he admitted that maybe he 
had had too much to drink and 
had passed out." Hap got the 
fellow into High Cotton where 
he immediately fell asleep 
again. Starr towed the man's 
boat back to the dock, then 
docked High Cotton about 50 
feet away. When he awakened 
his passenger, the man was 
irritated that his boat had been 
left so far away! 

One incident did have some 
macabre humor attached. Larry 
"Doc" Oliver, a retired veteri- 
narian, took a spill and suffered 
a terrible compound fracture. 
Oliver tells what happened: 


"Hap and his helpers got me into the High Cotton but the 

engine conked out. So, they had to transfer me to a smaller 

boat, a Boston whaler. The canvas bed of the stretcher was

The accused was involved in a money 
laundering scheme involving over $2 billion 
in drug sale profits.

Beard also caused the convicted 
man's ranch to be auctioned for $3 million 
with the money going to the U.S. Justice 
Department to help underwrite future drug 
case investigations.

1972 until 1984, he was a senior attorney 
at the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
From 1984 until the present, he has been 
an Assistant U. S. Attorney and senior 
litigation counselor in the U.S. Attorney's office in 
Pensacola. He retired from the U.S. Army Reserve with the

80" anniversary 
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The Big Boy founded @b Gstra in 1925 


According to the lore, in 1919, 
Charles S. Roller, Jr., on a 
troopship bringing him home 
from World War I, conceived the 
notion of an honorary society at 
AMA which would select "the 
ten best cadets" each year for 
membership. 

The school's motto: Ad Astra 
per Aspera (to the stars through 
hard work, literally) had just 
been chiseled into the concrete 
that spanned the Front Arch of 
the brand new Big Barracks. At 
first, Roller thought about calling 
the honorary group a fraternity 
but in his own hand he scratch- 
ed through that word and wrote 
in "society" on the first page of 
what would become known as 
the Ad Astra Book. 

For some reason, the society 
was not created for six more 
years. On a shelf near the Big 
Boy's desk, the Ad Astra ledger 
rested and in it, from 1925 until

his death, the names of the cadets inducted into 
Ad Astra were entered in Roller's unmistakable 
handwriting. 

On page 1, the Big Boy wrote: "We do not 
court popularity but we do place service above 
self and loyalty next to Godliness." On the 
second page is the name of the first Ad Astra — 
M. M. Sproul, “25, and after his name, again in 
the General Roller's hand, "Died January 1933 
with double pneumonia." 

Ad Astra awards were given at the very end of 
the annual commencement exercises which 
gave little time for winners to share their award 
with fellow cadets. Ad Astra thus became a sort 
of private honor which the recipient, usually a 
senior, carried in his heart. 

Over the years, several Ad Astra reunions 
were held on decennial years. Because of the 
interest shown at the 1990 reunion, a subse- 
quent gathering was held in Charlottesville in 
1993, the last Ad Astra reunion. It was during 
the 1970 Ad Astra get-together that the AMA 
Alumni Association was created. 

On 16 March 1963, General Roller died. Two 
days later, he was laid to rest in the Stone 
Church Cemetery wearing his Ad Astra pin.

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Killed in World War One 


Picture found at VMI of 
Herbert S. Richey, “09 


A picture recently returned to AMA from VMI where it had 
been placed for safekeeping when AMA closed turns out to 
be of Herbert S. Richey, “09, who was killed in action 
during World War | as he tried to rescue a soldier during a 
German artillery bombardment. 

Herb Richey, ~40, identified the photo as that of his 
father's youngest brother. “The picture hung in the O.D. 
room from about 1919 until it was removed after World War 
II," says Richey. He says that the middle initial on the World 
War | plaque is incorrect. "The plaque said 'L,’ but his 
middle name was Southall." 

Richey provided the details of his uncle's heroic death: 
"My uncle was a First Lieutenant in the U. S. Army in 
charge of a black company. Near the end of the war in 
1918, some Germans crawled through no man's land to 
warn the American troops that there would be a heavy 
artilliery barrage the next morning. Uncle Herbert moved his 
men back about three miles, but then found that his cook 
was missing. He went back to get him, and both were killed 
by an artillery shell." 

Herb says that his uncle was the fourth Richey boy to go 
to AMA. "My father, Frank, was the oldest and was life long 
best friends with Major Roller."

In 1973, only .0001 separated Augusta's top graduating 
cadets so Carl Kellogg and David Zook thus became co- 
valedictorians for the Class of "73. Zook was on the Honor 
Roll for all four years at AMA. 

A lieutenant on the battalion staff, he 
had the highest College Entrance Exam 
score of any cadet and earned the math 
medal. A whiz in the Chess Club, he 
also excelled at fencing, marched in the 
Roller Rifles, worked on The Bayonet, 
and belonged to Quill and Scroll. 

After AMA, Zook went to Ohio State 
graduating and being commisioned a 
second lieutenant in 1977. Assigned to 
Fort Sill as a field artillery officer, he 
later served in Korea and Germany as 
well as a number of stateside bases. In 
2002, a lieutenant colonel, he retired 
from the Army with 25 years of service 
and began work for Lockheed Martin 
Information and Technology as a senior 
systems analyst. 

For the past nine years, he and his 
wife, Cheryl, have lived in Stuttgart, 
Germany.

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Are you sending us digital photos? 


The Bayonet is receiving more and more digital pictures, 
some of which we are unable to use. If you are going to 
send us some digital photos, please read the requirements, 
below, set forth by our printer Mid Valley Press. We 
welcome your digital photographs and want to be sure that 
we can use them in The Bayonet. They must be in good 
resolution and in the required format. 


We often get digital pictures for use in 
Publications and sometimes have to reject 
photos our customers would like to use. 

Some of our photographers dont under- 
stand why, and we are hoping this will help lay 
out what we need in order to have good, sharp 
photos. 

Most people who use digital cameras want 
to get as many pictures as possible on their 
disc. Therefore, they shoot with the minimal 
resolution, or dots per inch (dpi), and most 
save their photos in a format call jpeg. 

This combination virtually guarantees that 
the photo will not produce well. 

In order to get pictures that are sharp, clear 
and will look good, the photos need to be 
taken at: 300 dpi, or higher, and should be 
saved as tif files. 

Most digital cameras will give you the 
option of saving your pictures in either the jpeg 
or tif format, and also will give you the option 
of increasing the resolution to 300 dpi (from 
the 72 dpi which may be the default setting for 
your digital camera), 

Of course, taking pictures at 300 dpi will 
mean that you will get far fewer pictures on 
your disc. 

A tif file of 300 dpi, or more, will general- 
ly look very good when printed. 

If your camera will not permit you to shoot 
at 300 dpi, then take the picture in the highest 
resolution the camera will allow. Saving it as a 
tif file guarantees that all the dots which make 
up the photo are saved, and will be repro- 
duced when your picture gets to us.

Last Thanksgiving, | attended the Charlotte (NC) 
Carrousel Parade (they don't even say Christmas any 
more). The sun was out and the temperature about 50 
degrees, but the wind was blowing in 30 mile per hour 
gusts that made it feel much colder. 

Maybe 
they were all in Iraq. The Junior ROTC unit from the 
high school was there, but lacking in their perform- 
ance.

They just 
didn't seem to have the pride we did at AMA. | didn't 
see any drill routines: they just walked along 

It made me think about the parades in which AMA 
took part, the pride we had, our snappy look. | don't 
know what is missing, but | expect that they don't have 
the closeness that we had back in the 1950's. And the 
bands: | swear they were told not to play loud! You 
couldn't hear them until they were 20 feet away. They 
were pitiful. We marched 120 steps per minute; | think 
they were making about 100 per minute, way too slow. 
And each unit stopped in front of the grandstand, like 
the Macy's Parade. 

There was just one band in the parade that looked 
good; a Black band marching at 160 steps per minute 
and looking good and very proud. They played loud 
and you could hear them coming way down the line. 
But all in all, the parade was a disappointment, not like 
the parades in which the AMA Band used to march. 


Do you have 8mm movies or 
videos of your time at AMA?

"We are hearing from former cadets who 
are transferring their old 8mm AMA motion pictures 
and videotapes to DVDs to protect the constantly 
diminishing quality of the fragile film and videotape," 
says museum volunteer Don Studer. 

"The AMA museum is asking that people with film or 
videos of cadet life at AMA burn an extra DVD copy of 
what they have so that we can add it to the museum's 
collection. We know that some have transferred their 
movie film to VHS tapes and they are now saving this 
material on DVDs. 

We ask that you remember the museum when you 
are saving these priceless memories so that we will 
have this material for all to see far into the future.”

Billy also writes sports copy for the Dominican paper Hoy, the 
largest circulation paper in the country.

Fancher said the student will have 
daily supervision but is expected to 
work independently when necessary. 
The intern's schedule at the museum 
will be shaped to conform with the 
student's classroom requirements.

Marc Aronson, ‘68, 
proposes audio history
